According to an experienced in- 
vestigator of such cases from San 
Francisco，“ “the gang tactics are 
identical to that of the Mafia.” 
First,they robbed and terrorized 
the common folks in the 
community，and then they extort 
from therm. 

After the community realized 让 
was beyond their ability to protect 
themselves， 让 met with police 
twice， on December 13 and 
January 20. Gang members have 
been identified as Chinese sailors 
who jumped ship in San Francisco 
and New York and young Asians 
admitted on student visas who 
have overstayed， 了 Police reports 
indicate that several of the 
students joined the gang to avoid 
deportation after their visas 
expired.

Service in the Chicago robbery 
investigations has ,led to 
discussions about the consequences 
of convictions， such as drunk 
driving or petty theft, on an alien's 
immigration status. 

Generally, under the Immigra- 
tion and Nationality Act，aliens 
eighteen years or older ,who 
commit crimes involving “moral 
turpitude”can be excluded 全 om 
entry to the U.S., can be deported 
after entry, and can be denied the 
chance to apply to become a 
citizen , 

The term “moral turpitude”is 
used to_ describe crimes which 
involve acts intrinsically and 
morally wIong，requiring an evil 
intent. Eor instance， robbery， 
theft, arson, rape, murder, etc. 

If a permanent resident alien is 
found to have committed a _ crime 
involving moral turpitude within 
five years after becoming a 
permanent resident，and is sen- 
tenced to confinement or eonfined 
for a year OF more，he or she is 
deportabjle. Also, a resident who is 
convicted of two crimes involving 
moral turpitude not arising out of 
the Same events， regardless of 
confinement, is also deportable. 

PARDON 

If the U.S，President or the 
governor of a state pardons the 
alien，or 让 the conviction is 
removed from the records，then 
the resident alien is saved from 
deportation since the conviction 
can no longer be used as ground 
for deportation , 

Also， 这 the alien gives the 
Immigration Service notice within 
thirty days of the first sentencing 
and requests and obtains a judicial 
Iecommendation against deporta- 
tion，then the conviction cannot 
be used to deport him or her. 

However,， conviction is a 
stumbling block to_ naturaliza- 
tionz The Immigration and 
Nationality Act requires a showing 
of “good moral character” on the 
part of the resident alien during 
the required period of residency， 
and conviction affects whether a 
showing of good moral character 
can be made. 

In a nutshell， 让 any overseas 
student think that he or she can 
avoid deportation by joining the 
gangs，someone ought to inform 
them, that they are jumping from 
the frying pan into the fire，It is 
much easier for an overstayed 
Student or seaman to avoid 
detection by the Immigration 
Service 让 he or she stays away 
from the gangs. 

Case in point is the March 3 
Chicago Tribune account that the 
Immigration Service in Washing- 
ton is giving “top priority”to the 
gang problem in Chicago and is

For fiscal year 1977, which ends 
on September 30 this year, Taipei 
receives $35.9 million in military 
assistance from the United States， 

The new Program ITepresents 3a 
reduction of $10.4 million， 

Richard 下 ricson, acting director 
of the Bureau of Pojlitical Military 
Affairs of the State Department， 
attributed the reduction to “the 
Republic of China's growing eco- 
nomic capabijlity to share more of 
the military 'expenditures On its 
OWD:… 

For the 卫 ast Asian region, South 
玫 orea is prIoposed to receive $275 
million in military sales credit, the 
largest amount requested for any 
country of the region. 

The largest amount requested 
for any of the beneficiaries is $1 
billion which is going to Israel. 
The total program of the Carter 
Administration comprises slightly 
more than $2.2 billion for sales 
crTedit. 

The State Department has in- 
formed Congress last week that， 
with the exception of Western 
European nations and a few oth- 
ers，human rights are being vio- 
lated in varying degrees by most of 
the 82 countries that receive mili- 
tary assistance. 加 
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Unless Our Attitudes Change 


When the Chinese communities in the United 
States are plagued with the problems of gangs and 
underworld elements，identifying and deporting the 
unwelcomed few:seems like an easy solution， 

But reality tells us that this is no easy task,， Our 
cummunities have been troubled by extortions， 
robberies, Street fights and murders for more than ten 
years, But arrests are comparatively few, and actual 
gang activity-related deportation cases are fewer yet， 

The “problem is compounded because oOUTI 
community has rarely been able to get together to 
work for a solution which deals directly with crimes 
amnd criminal elements， 

The gang members know this only too well，and 
take full advantage of 让 ， 

They know that the community is afraid of them， 
They know that no association would be courageous 
enough to lead the fight to get rid of them， They 
know that the Chinese businessmen seldom Teport 
extortions to the police. They know that the majority 
of Chinese residents are unwilling to become 
witnesses in court, They know the Chinese still fear 
the organized underworld elements and would rather 
pay up than be beaten uP， 

Therefore these gangs can take their time and 
openly hit Chinatown stores and restaurants one after 
another， 

Unless our attitudes change，and unless We are 
determined to band together to stop these activities， 
there is simply no easy solution to the crime Problem 
in our community. 转

aliens, 

Describing both the rights and 
problems of aliens in the United 
States， Carliner asserts that 
concern over “illegal aliens” is 
leading to increasing Problems for 
all foreign-born persons here, both 
aliens and citizens， 

ABUSED 

“In San Francisco and through- 
out Northern California the rights 
of thousands of foreign-born 
citizens and non-citizens，as well 
as the entirenon-white population 
are often abused,”according to 
David Fishlow， 匡 xecutive 
Director of the ACLU of Northern 
California. “We look forward to 
having this handbook serve as a 
valuable resource in our commun- 
ity,， he stated. 

The impact upon the rights of 
all persons in the United States， 
according to the study，is illus- 
trated by the Practices of the INS 
in attempting to locate and deport 
jllegal aliens， Immigration inves- 
tigators “routinely visit factories， 
hotels，restaurants，shops where 
illegal aliens are believed to be 
employed. . .station themselves on 
busy streets, and bus stops . . .and 
stop every person who looks like 
an alien，and question him as to 
his idqentity，Pplace of birth and 
right to be in the United States.” 
Persons most affected,， the ACLU 
Study reports，are those who“look 
like orientals”or are of “obvious 
Mexican descent.” 

CLOTHINC 

The study discloses a memoran- 
dum by the New York INS office 
which instructs investigators that 
“persons from Latin and South 
American countries generally will 
retain their habit of wearing their 
clothing in a style they were 
accustomed to in their native 
countries,” Or “ foreign cut 
clothing which is immediately dis- 
tinguishable.” Another sign of 
being an alien,， the memorandum 
states, is that “in addition to their 
dress，these persons will also_ be 
carrying their lunch in brown 
paper bags.”

Even if the purpose of expelling 
alien residents is to _ cleanse the 
country of wrongdoers, the ACELU 
report contends that- INS records 
show deportation of offending 
aliens is not justifiable in terms of 
the cost involved or the impact 
upon aliens and their families. 

“CURBS” 

Carliner，a Vashington lawyer 
and Ceneral Counsel of the 
ACLU， claims that legislative 
proposals designed to “curb the 
fow of illegal -entrants to _ the 
United States” by punishing 
employers of ”illegal aliens”w 这 
result in employment discrimina- 
tion against “Spanish-speaking 
and foreign born citizens”as well 
as aliens who are lawfully in the 
United States. 

Legislation pending before 
Congress and endorsed by Secre- 
tary of Labor 了 上， Ray Marshall 
provides penalties of a fine and 
imprisonment for employers who 
have，after an initial warning， 
given employment to aliens who 
are not permanent residents or 
who have not been given 
permission to work by the INS. 

The ACLU study reviews the 
rights of aliens in the United States 
under present immigration laws， 
administrative Practices involving 
aliens by the INS，the State 
Department，the Department of 
Labor, the Department of Health , 
上 ducation，and Welfare, and the 
decisions by the courts in major 
cases involving aliens.
